COEoerniog steps to be taken to ease the financial cost 
to the Cowaittee of returining exiles to .ier’rui.ny :'rom tfir 
United States every two years for the purpose of renewaj 
of reentry pertaita. The cost of this returnee program 
has been varioualy estioiateci at from $100,000 to $i75.0C-0 
per year. It ia expected that a large cost would be en- 
tailed next year since that is the two year anniversary 
of ® large group who had previously been retuimed. 

Under United States law, reentry permits can 
only be x’enewed for a maximum of two years and then the 
alien ssuist return to the United States for purposes of an 
additional renewal. Under United States law, however, an 
alien whose reentry permit nas expired may return to the 
United States without reference to quota by obtaining a 
special visa from the United States consul. In order to 
obtain aueh visa, the alien must submit to a phy.sical 
exasulnatlon and auuet not have been convicted of a crime 
of Moral turpitude or be a security rick to the United 
States. While all of these requirements actually would 
be prerequiBites to return under a reentry permit, as a 
practical matter, many persons who laight not‘ meet the 
requirements are able to retuiTs under reentry permits 
because the fact* are not known. 


The aerman Qovertaaent lias always been quite 
touchy with respect to the ieau&nce of residence permit® 
to exiles who are stateless and hold travel documents 
from countries other than Oenaany. (See attached report 
of recent meetings with German authorities.) in order to 
persuade the German authorities to permit exiles to stay 
In Germany after jreentry permits have expired, we sma% b® 

In a position to give assurance to those authorities that 
we will one way or another guarantee that the individuals 
will leave Germany at the end of their employment, provided 
that they are willing to leave. In other words, we .tsust 
assure the Germans that in the event we evolve a new pro- 
cedure tO' avoid bringing the exiles back every ttto years.
